| it is neceſſary to know. their Country .and its 
Scituation. | Since the Bounds of what was -anci- 
ently called Pannonia and Illyria have been confoun- 
ded, all that Country is ſtiled - Sclavonia which lies 
from beyond the River Drave to the Gulph of Venice, 
Under this Name we may comprehend Hungary, Scla- 
vonia proper, Croatia, Dalmatia, Boſnia, Servia and 
Bulgaria. But Sclavonia ſtrictly ſo calld is that 
Part of the ancient Pannonia which is ſcituated be- 


tween the Rivers Drave and Save. This Country 


abounds in Corn, in Fruit, and in Cattle. It is com- 
monly ſaĩd that the Sclavonians proceeded out of that 
great Vagina Populorum or Womb of Nations, Scythia, 
and indeed they ſtill retain a great deal of the Fierce. 
neſs of the ancient Scythians. They made themſelves 

. famous during the Reigns of the Emperors Juſtinian 
and Phocas, by their Courſes. At firſt they had Kings 


of their own Nations, but afterwards were ſubdued 


by the Hungarians to whom they paid Tribute. 
The Waradins derive their Name from a little Pro- 
vince or County which is included within Sclavonia 


proper, which we muſt not confound with Waradin 
upon the Frontiers of Tranſilvania, or with a Fortreſs 
of the ſame Name in. Croatia.
